The Green Goods Game! 



Since I have begun in the last few months to 
tell you about some of the petennial swin- 
dles and coo games that have mulcted untold 
millions of dollars from the American public 
it occurs to me that the "green goods game," 
one of the oldest and one of the strongest of all 
con games, continues to swindle the public. 

Believing the only way the public can be 
saved from the wiles of the con man is to expose 
now the ^swindlers operate. I'd like to give you 
cn« taude on this con game. If you had just 
oeinj • little about this game, you'd think that 
no one in hit right mind would ever fall for it!

ll works like this, really, but the sucker never 
tee» the simplicity of it all because it is hidden 
under the build-up. All that really happens is 
that a slightly dishonest person is convinced that 
he is being allowed to buy perfect counterfeit 
money cheaply. 

Too simple? No one would ever fall for it? 

Well, let's take a peek at how the green goods 
roan operates. 

First the bird dog ( the man •whose job i i is to 



find suckers), locates someone who has a heal- 
thy bank account, apd who is known for slightly 
sharp business practices. 

The bird dog reports on the businessman to 
the con man and the game is on. 

The businessman, preferably someone who is 
away from home on a business trip, living in • 
hotel, and lonely, is approached by a middle- 
aged man, well dressed, who speaks well and 
entertainingly. The middle-aged man goes out 
of his way to be charming, and finally winds up 
the first conversation by asking the businessman 
to have dinner. 

They eat together and the Charming middle- 
aged man goes the limk. He orders expensive 
food the best wines, he tips lavishly, takes the 
check and with a lordly wave of the hand asks 
his guest to come along and go night-clubbing 
with him. e 

The businessman, if he is the normal ordinary 
guy, ,s overwhelmed by the way his new friend 
throws mqney around. They go to a couple of 
night clubs and the businessman watches as his 
friend over-tips the maitre d'hmel, the cable 
captain, ihe cigarette girl, and the waitets. 
Thinking about it later he realises that the 



man must have spent hundteds of dollars. But 
the middle-aged man says nothing about where 
his money comes from ot how he earns his 
living. 

He waits till the sucker brings up the subject. 
And the first couple of times the question is 
asked, he acts coy about it. He intimates that he 
has an unlimited amount of money, and in vari- 
ous ways refuses to answer but at the same time 
fans the curiosity of the sucker. 

The friendship goes along for a week or ten 
days. All the time the sucker watches and sees 
his new friend throwing money around like the 
proverbial drunken sailor. 

Then, when the con man is sure that the 
sucker is hooked and knows that the sucker is 
dying to get his hands on some of the money 
that is being thrown around, then and only 
then, the con man pretends to get real buddy- 
buddy with the sucker. . 

"My friend." he says, when they are alone. 
"I can see that you're a good guy. I've never let 
anyone else in on how I make my money but 
I'm getting along in years and I've got all I 
, need for myself. How'd you like to get in on 
the way I make dough?" 

If the sucker is hooked (and the con man 
always waits till he is sure that the sucker is 
dying of curiosity before he tips his mitt), the 
sucker will be real anxious to get on the gravy 
train. 

This is the time that the con-man puts on a 
mysterious act. He grins, looks around as though 
to make sure that there are no spying eyes or 
ears, and takes a wad of paper money f out of his 
pocket. 

"Take a look at that," he says to the sucker, 
"how does it look to you?" 

The sucker takes the money, looks at it, and 
is puztled. The money, for all he can tell, is per- 
fectly legitimate. He says so. 

"Don't trust your own eyes," the con man 
says, "take that money to a bank and change it 
for smaller bills." 

The sucker takes the wad of ten dollar bills 
to a bank and has them changed. The bank 
teller doesn't even look twice at the money. 

Returning with the change, the sucker, more 
curie" »han evu, asKS what's up. 

"Those bills," the con man says, "those bills 
I gave you were counterfeit." Then he goes into 



a spiel and says that once upon a time when he 
was younger he worked for the Treasury De- 
partment of the United States in the engraving 
department and that he stole the government's 
plates for printing ten dollar bills! 

The sucker can barely believe it but the con 
man continues the story and winds up by say- 
ing, "Tell you what. 1 have some small expenses 
involved since I have a little trouble getting the 
paper that I print the bilU on. Pay me for my 
trifling expense and I'll sell you as many of 
these perfect ten dollar bills as you want " 

The sucker knows that the bank cashed the 
bills; here, he thinks, is his chance to get rich. 
The con man asks him two dollars apiece for 
ten dollar bills. 

Depending on how much money the sucker 

has, he draws out let's say five thousand dollars 
from his own account, and with fear and trem- 
bling, brings it to the con man. The con man 
figures out how much money five grand will buy 
at two dollars for ten and has a packet all ready 
for the sucker when he brings in his hard-earned 
money. 

The sucken no matter how green, still worries 
until he sees the packet of ten dollars that he 
is buying. (By the way, the con man actually 
has the proper amount of real ten dollar bills 
all ready for the sucker and the sucker is allowed 
to feel them and count them.) 

Now there is no longer anything to worry 
about. The suckh hands over his money and 
the con man wraps up the real money that the 
sucker has just counted. 

If the sucker could leave right then he would 
"be way ahead of the game. But there is one bit 
of skill involved in this con game, and it is at 
this point that the sucker gets taken; for when 
the package is all wrapped up and he is just 
about to leave with the money, there is an inter- 
ruption, a knock at the door, a telephone rings, 
anything that wi» •"jtract the sucker, and under 
cover of that distraction the con man switches 
the real packet of money for a packet the same 
size made of worthless strips of newspaper. 

The sucker leaves, thinking he has the money, 
and the con man leaves with his loot. 

When the sucker finds out he has been rob- 
bed, what cao he do? If he tells the police, he 
is guilty of trying to bay counterfeit money . . . 
so ... he swallows his loss as have so many be- 
fore him, and the green goods game has claimed 
another victim!
